The time for the creation of the

August 5, 1850. Included in the 
documents was Mr. White's notifi- 
cation of his election, which was 
signed by Gov. P. Hansborougn 
Bell, and by James Webb, secre- 
tary of state. 
The document naming Mr. White 


as postmaster and creating Corsl- 


I cana as a postoffice city, read: 


"The postmaster general has es- 
tablished a Postoffice by the Name 
of Corsicana in the county of Na- 
varro and the State of Texas—." 


Two Corsicana newspapers pub- 


lished in 1875 are also in the pos-

fourth of the turkeys available in 
the Brady area have been sold on 
the Thanksgiving market, already 
closed so far as eastern and north- 
ern consumers are concerned.

The social security act 
resulted 


from a demand—born " of depres- 
sion—that the government guard 
thn helpless, the unemployed and 
the aged against economic vicis- 
situdes in the future. 


Enacted in August, 1935, after 


studies by a presidential commit- 
tee and debates In congress, Its 
administration to date has been 
directed almost 
exclusively 
to 


federal aid for states In the set- 
ting up of unemployment insur- 
ance, and in caring for the needy 
aged, thn 
needy blind 
and 
de- 


pendent children. 


Thn pnnsions system Is a prin- 


cipal subject of Interest. 


Broadly, 
the 
pnnsions section 


means that most people in com- 
merce and industry who reach 65 
after 1941 will receive thenceforth 
a monthly check from the govern- 
ment. If they stop working. Or 
a payment will go to the work- 
er's family if he dies. "Whatever 
happens," social security officials 
say, "the worker or his 
family 


gets back more money than he 
pays in." 


Thp amount of tha monthly pen- 


sion will depend on an employe's 
earnings from Jan. 1 until tho 
05th birthday. 


Should a person retire at aga 


65 and then return to work from 
time to 'time, the pension check 
will be held up for each month in 
which ho receives wages from an 
employment covered by the law. 


Among those not provided for 


In this law is the mailman ring- 
Ing the doorbell of shops every- 
where today, and all others who 
work for the federal, state or lo- 
cal governments; as well as the 
self-employed, people already over 
65, farm help, domestic servants, 
casual laborers, ships' crews, rail- 
road men, and employes of religi- 
ous educational, philanthropic or 
scientific institutions. 


Two stipulations must be met 


hnforc persons can bo pensioned: 
They must have earned at least 
$2,000 between this December 31 
and their 65th birthday; and they 
must have worked In at least 5 
different calendar years from Jan- 
uary 1 until that birthday.

the 
civic 


righteousness committee, urged a 
vigorous campaign against vices 
which he said were desecrating 
home life and ruining morals of 
the state's citizens. 


Dr. Porter Bailes of Tyler ech- 


oed the 
sentiment. 
Dr. Bailes 


said no "sane and sober" man 
could read the signs of the times 
without becoming alarmed. 


"We have witnessed transforma- 


tion of Sunday into Funday; from 
the Lord's Day into the Devil's 
Day," he said. 


He objected strongly to motion 


pictures and other 
amusements 


on Sunday. 


"In one Texas city, predominant- 


ly protestant in faith, three out 
of five marriages break down," 
he continued. "Dance hall whoopee 
and drinking resorts, I believe, 
can be largely blamed for this 
high divorce rate. 


The civic righmteousness com- 


mittee reported the liquor situa- 
tion, today was "worse than the 
darkest days of the saloon.' 


"The gambling craze seems to 


be sweeping our state and nation 
in an unprecedented way," the 
report continued. "People are be- 
ing tempted with every conceiv- 
able device. Men with most mea- 
ger 
incomes often 
spend 
their 


'bread money' in an attempt to 
get something for nothing. 


"There was a time when our 


children were shielded from vul- 
gar and obscene spectacles. That 
day, however, seems to be gone. 
"No civilization can be strength- 


ened nor can Ideals of its people 
bo raised when they are exposed 
daily to acts of free love, nude 
forms and cheap music. 


"Someone has said that the home 


Is the bulwark of civilization. It 
mav also be well said that the 
home is the vehicle upon which 
civilization travels." 
Should Denounce Gambling. 


The committee declared Texas 
Baptists, more than 600,()00 strong, 
should "In thunderous tones, de- 
nounce gambling and demand re- 
peal of all laws legalizing gamb- 
ling In this state." 
The committee said during the 


campaign for repeal citizens were 
told legalization would 
decrease 


drinking and stamp out the boot- 
legger. 


"We were told people drank 


not because they wanted it but 
because It was difficult to pro- 
cure," 
said the 
Rev. John L. 
Wharton, pastor of the First Bap: 
tist church 
at 
Longview and 
chairman of the committee. "We 
-Jiave found, however, almost every 
claim made for the virtues of re- 
peal has proven to be false and 
every promise made by the wets 
has been broken. 
"The beer and liquor joint with 
its windows obscured, its lights 
dimmed, its booths to afford fur- 
ther privacy—with a dance floor 
.as adjunct an tourist facilities as 
another—is a combination as vic- 
ious as any that ever has been 


• devised to debauch the morals of 
a rising generation." 


Abolition of Liquor Traffic 


The Rev. Wharton offered 
as 
a resolution "education—from kin- 
dergarten to the university—and 
vote as we pray: for complete abo- 
lition of the liquor traffic." 


The committee said school chil- 
dren had been known to gamble 
their lunch money and go without 
food. 
"For the state to legalize gamb- 


ling would seem to your commit- 
tee to place Its approval upon al-

ployed; principal products of the 
manufacturing firms; whether the 
establishment is a branch or sub- 
sidiary concern; the name and 
address of headquarters. 
"Then, beginning on Nov. 24," 


Miles said, "postofflccs throughout 
the country will deliver to em- 
ployes, through their employers, 
forms known as 'applications for 
account number.' 
The employee's 
application is a simple form ask- 
ng a few questions, such as name 
and address of the worker, name 
and address of his employer, the 
date and place of birth, and fath- 
er's and mother's name. 


'On the return of this Informa- 


tion to the postoffice, a social se- 
curity account will be set up for 
each person eligible and he or she 
will be furnished a card—compar- 
able to an insurance identification 
card—certifying that an account 
has been set up and bearing the 
number of the employe's soical ce- 
curity account so as to make it 
easy for the worker to find out 
at any time just how his or her 
account stands." 


The old age pensions are only 


one phase of the social security 
act, but the other parts, Including 
unemployment Insurance, non-con- 
ributory pensions for persons now 
aged and in need, help for depend, 
ent children and the blind, are ad- 
ministered by states, rather than 
the federal government. 


Under the unemployment insur- 


ance section, employers are acred- 
uled to pay on Jan. 31, 1937, a one 
per cent federal tax on their 1936 
payrolls. 
However, employers in 
states which 
have 
federally-ap- 


proved 
unemployment 
Insurance 


systems may credit payments to 
such systems against the federal 
tax, up to 90 per cent of the fed- 
eral tax. 
Money collected from 


employers in states which have no 
account of the federal treasury, 
such systems will go Into the easy 
account of the 
federal treasury, 


and may be used to help balance 
the budget.

—and apparently two-thirds 
of the nation may now be 
called 
liberals — that the 


constitutional 
problem 
is 


srobably not so serious as 
t looked a few months ago.

be possible to ac- 


complish 
what moderate 


changes are needed in our 
political and economic ord- 


without overhauling the 


basic law. For the Consti- 
tution 
itself 
is 
a living 


thing, rather than a mere 
set of words with narrow 
and inflexible meaning. The 
spirit of it has always been 
liberal, and in liberal per- 
iods of American history 
the interpretation of it has 
been liberal. 


This view implies a some- 


what more flexible mental 
attitude, and more liberal 
interpretation than the Su- 
preme Court has sometimes 
shown. But it is a matter of 
history that the Constitu- 
tion, in essential matters, 
has 
often 
been 
virtually 


amended by the court itself 
modifying previous interpre- 
tations. 


If this process should fail

PROSPECTS IMPROVED 


OVER MONTH AGO 


AUSTIN, 
Nov. 
14.—(IP)—The

United States Department of Agri- 
culture reported today 
prospects 


for truck crops in South Texas 
on Nov. 1 were somewhat Improv- 
ed over a month ago. 


Wet weather during October was 


favorable, fall harvesting was un- 
der way and progress wag made 
in winter planting, the department 
reported. An abundance of sub-soil 
moisture was evident. 


The winter garden tomato crop 


was retarded by light frost on 
Nov. 3 and nail head rust was 
developing. The pepper, crop suf- 
fered but warm weather and sun- 
shine would change the present 
outlook. 


Estimated fall snap bean produc- 


tion, 186,000 bushels, was about 
the same as last year, but acre- 
age was 15 per cent under last 
year's planting. Conditions were 
favorable in all areas and har- 
vesting had begun. 


Eggplant production was 29 per 
cent higher than last year, al- 
though acreage was only slightly 
higher. 


Spinach was in good condition 


and production for carload ship- 
ments was expected to begin Nov. 
15. . 


South Texas shared with Cali- 
fornia and Louisiana in expected 
reduction in Bermuda onion plant- 
ing. The Texas decrease will be 
mostly in the dry land areas, the 
bureau said. There was very lit- 
tle acreage planted to date, but 
growers in the irrigated sections 
were ready for transplanting. Dry 
land growers were reluctant to 
plant because of low prices and 
bad weather last year.

valid. 


River traffic henceforth will be 


subject to German regulation, the 
third Reich asserted. 


Several of Germany's best water- 


ways were placed under interna- 
tional commissions by part XII of 
the treaty of Versailles, assuring 
foreign traffic equal rights with 
German shipping. 


Today's denunciaton, followed by 


eight months Germany's "throwing 
off of Versailles shackles" by re- 
arming the Rhlneland, affects con- 
trol of the upper Rhine and Moselle, 
the upper Danube, the Elbe and 
the Oder. 


These have been controlled by 
commissions composed of repre- 
sentatives of the most interested na- 
tions, with Germans in the minor- 
ity.Part XII of the Versailles treaty 
gave Czechoslovakia the right to 
establish frp,e ports at Hamburg 
and Stettin for 99 years. 


Today's move, It was explained 


authoritatively, means merely that 
Germany will no longer recognize 
power of the International commis- 
sions. It will not affect the Czech 
free port at Hamburg. 


Czechoslovakia has not exercised 


her right to a free port at Stettin.

"I saw her last about 7 o'clock 
last night," he said, choking with 
grief.

A hasty transfusion of blood from 


her mother proved futile and the 
little girl died In a hospital last 
night.
